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Introduction 


This report presents location quotients for the 540 four-digit 
S.1I.C. industries in the state of Montana. State data for em- 
ployment and wages is canpared to national data for the fourth 
quarter 1978. After location quotients are developed, 'basic' 
industries can be identified and econamic base multipliers can 
be formulated. Location quotients identify an industry as basic 
when its' share of employment in a study region is greater than 
what would be expected, given a national average. 


Basic industries in Montana are usually considered to be agri- 
culture, mining, railroads, wood products, tourist related 
industries, and the federal goverrment. Basic industries are 
particularly important since they are assumed to play a key 
role in promoting econamic growth. 


The ‘assumption’ approach to identifying basic industries lacks 

an analytical orientation. The location quotient approach out- 
lined in the report identifies same basic wages and basic employment 
in all of the major industry divisions. In the four-digit aalysis, 
229 industries can be considered to be 'basic'. Basic employment 
was found to be 107,073 and basic wages $314,994,531, at the four- 
digit level. Multiplier estimates--which can be used to estimate 
economic impacts--were estimated to be 2.52 for employment, and 

2.37 for wages. 
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Economic Base Theory 


Economic base theory provides a common sense approach to analyzing an area's 
economy. The theory can be practically applied via a variety of techniques-- 
location quotients, diversification index, minimm requirements, etc.--each 
requiring different assumptions to justify their rationality. 


The typical economic base model divides an area's economy into basic and non- 
basic sectors. The basic sector of the economy provides goods and services 
for export; the nonbasic sector (also referred to as local, residentiary, or 
service) provides goods and services for the local econamy. Since only the 
basic sector responds to external demand, the nonbasic sector is assumed to be 
dependent on and proportional to export (basic) activity. 


The economic vitality of an area economy depends to a significant extent on the 
demand for goods and services produced for export. Econamic base theory asserts 
that basic industries play the key role in promoting economic growth, while the 
nonbasic sector has essentially a passive role. 


By making a determination of the basic and nonbasic sectors of an area econany, 
insights can be gained into the magnitude of impacts to that economy. These 
impacts can be positive--such as a new manufacturing plant--or they can be 
negative--such as a large factory closing. The derivation of multipliers, 

both for income and employment, aid in the prediction of econamic impact. If 
the effect of some action on the area economy can be quantified, then the total 
impact is determined by applying the multiplier to that value--whether it is 
positive or negative. 


The concept of econanic base theory can be expressed simply by a few algebraic 
expressions. Basically: 


T = X+L (1) 
L = px (2) 
and T = (1+p)X = (3) 


Where T is total economic activity, X is export activity, and L is local activity. 
In (2) p is the proportion of local to export activity. By substituting (2) into 
(1), the term (1+p) is derived, which is referred to as the multiplier. 


Location quotients are a simple way to estimate export activity, which is needed 
to calculate multipliers. A location quotient is simply the ratio of a2 in- 
dustry's share of activity in a particular region compared to that industry's 
share in a larger region. The relationship can be expressed arithmetically as:

Where (E) employment is a measure of economic activity in a study region (r) 
of the nation (n) pertaining to a particular industry (i). Location quotients 
can also be developed fram data on wages, which are often regarded as a better 
indication of economic activity than employment levels. 


The location quotients developed in this report are on a wage basis and an 
employment basis. Various combinations of camparison exist--camparing county 
data to state; coumty campared to national; or, camparing state data to na-~- 
tional. Comparison of state data to national data was selected as most 
appropriate and the arithmetic form of the quotient is:

A location quotient of value one is assumed to indicate that the relative 
concentration of employment--or wages--in the state industry i is the same 

as the nation; thus, the state does not need to import or export goods or 
services fran that industry. A location quotient of less than one implies 
the industry does not export fran the state since the state has less than its 
share of the industry. A location quotient greater than one implies the 
industry exports goods and services fran the region since the concentration 
of activity in that industry in the state exceeds the national average. 


For these industries with location quotients greater than one, a part of their 
activity can be considered 'basic'. The basic camponent is the portion of 
employment or wages greater than what would be expected for that industry con- 
sidering the national concentration. 


By summing the export components of all industries with location quotients 
greater than one, the economic base multiplier (1+p) can be calculated. 


The location quotient approach to estimating export sector activity requires 
that several assumptions be made. The first is that p, the proportion of local 
to export activity, is invariant over time. By accepting this, the multiplier 
can be calculated fran historic data, yet used to estimate future changes. 

It is also assumed that patterns of consumption do not vary geographically, 
labor productivity does not vary geographically, and that each industry pro- 
duces a single perfectly homogenous good. 


The selection of a value of one for determining an industry's export activity 
is arbitrary. The location quotient identifies as basic those amounts in 
excess of the national share; however, the true minimm share required to 
satisfy local consumption may be less than the national share and, thus, a 
location quotient of only .75 might identify basic activity. 


The data for this report was obtained from two sources. For data on Montana 
economic activity, the ES-202 report for the fourth quarter 1978 was used. 
Data on national activity was obtained from a national ES-202 summary provided 
by the U. S. Department of Labor. 


The ES-202 Report 


The Es-202 report, produced for each calendar quarter, is a compilation of 
employment, wage, and contribution data for employers subject to Montana 
unemployment insurance laws. This data, along with data submitted by 

the 49 other states, the District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin 
Islands, is summarized for the nation by the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


The report originated as a by-product of unemployment insurance operations 

as provided for in the Social Security Act of 1935. The report was designed 
to measure the effective extent of coverage of the various State unemployment 
insurance laws. 


The report has evolved into a timely and accurate indicator of the present 
state of the labor market. Es-202 data represent the largest universe of 
monthly employment and quarterly wage information by industry and county 
regularly available in the country. 


Data fran the ES-202 report is subject to public disclosure criteria to assure 
the anonymity of unemployment insurance (UI) covered firms. Data will not be 
disclosed for any industry level consisting of fewer than three reporting units. 
Also, if there are three or more reporting units, data is withheld from the 
public for an industry level in which one mit accoumts for 80% or more of that 
industry's employment. 


Data concerning railroad employment, self-employed persons, and much agriculture 
employment is not included in the ES-202 report. 


Each reporting unit (establishment) covered by the ES-202 report is assigned a 
4-digit industry code from the 1972 Standard Industrial Classification (SIC). 
The structure of the classification makes it possible to analyze data on a 
division, a two-digit, a three-digit, or a four-digit industry code basis, 
according to the level of industry detail considered most appropriate. 


The classification is divided into 11 divisions, these being the most general 
expressions of an industry: agriculture, mining, construction, manufacturing, 
transportation, wholesale and retail trade, finance-insurance-real estate, 
services, public administration, and nonclassifiable establishments. Each 
division is then split into further detail as two-digit 'major groups’. Three- 
digit and four-digit SIC codes go to even further detail in explaining a 
establishment's econamic activity. 


Location quotients were developed for all four-digit industry groups existing 
in the Montana ES-202 report for the fourth quarter 1978. The location quo- 
tients were derived fran both income and employment data using formula (5). 


The following totals remain constant for all location quotients:

Total Employment is an average for the quarter (employment is reported monthly) 
and total wages is for the entire quarter (wages are reported quarterly). All 
establishments covered by the Montana ES-202 report fall into one of 540 four- 
digit SIC codes; for U. S. data 1,014 different four-digit SIC codes exist. 
Thus, 540 location quotients were calculated. The national data is based on 
over 4.5 million reporting units; for state data, there were 25,241 reporting 
units. 


Identification of Basic Industries 


The major basic industries in Montana are usually considered to be agriculture, 
mining, railroads, wood products, tourist related industries, and the federal 
government. However, through use of location quotients, basic activity can be 
detected to same extent in all the major SIC divisions. 


At the one digit SIC level, the identification of basic activity is very 
generalized (see Table 1). That is, important industries may be excluded 

fran the basic classification because the average for the entire one-digit 
classification is non-basic. Agriculture--one-digit SIC '"0"--is a good 

example. The entire industry is considered non-basic at the one-digit level, 
but at the two-digit level, some basic activity is detected. At the four- 
digit level, even more basic activity is discovered. The four-digit level 
analysis highlights industry 0111 (wheat farms) and 0212 (Beef cattle); whereas, 
at the one-digit level, the influence of these industries as basic industries 
is diminished.

* The detailed estimates of basic data at the 2- and 4-digit levels appear in 
Tables 3 and 4, respectively. 


Of the 540 location quotients calculated at the four-digit level, 229 had an 
employment location quotient greater than 1.0. These quotients, along with 
information pertaining to that SIC are listed in Table 4. These are the in- 
dustries which can be considered to be 'basic'; that is, the goods produced 
or services provided exceed what would be expected to be consumed in Montana. 


Identification of Basic Wages & Basic loyment 

The process of determining the basic wages and basic employment is the same at 
the 1-, 2-, and 4-digit SIC levels. Tables 6 and 7 show the estimates at the 
2- and 4-digit levels. 


At a particular SIC code, a normally expected share of activity in Montana's 
economy can be calculated. This is simply:

Then, anything above the expected Montana share is considered basic. For ex- 
ample, using industry 0740 and (6): 


$44,966,864 X $745,451,243 = $119,575 for wages,

The differences then are: 


Montana Data (Industry 0740) - Expected Share = Basic, 
$470 , 350 - $119,575 = $350,775 (basic wages), 
294 - 64 = es (basic employment). 


In Tables 6 and 7, there are several industries with negative basic wages. The 
criteria for selection of an industry as basic was an employment location quotient 
greater than one. If the employment location quotient is greater than one for a 
particular industry and its wage location quotient is less than one, negative 
basic wages will exist. 


If the criteria for determining a basic industry had been both the wage and lo- 
cation quotient be greater than one, the negative basic wages would be avoided. 
The full effect of this would be to raise the total statewide basic wages and 
lower the total statewide basic employment totals. This would then result in 
a wider gap than already exists between the wage and employment multipliers. 


Multiplier Estimates 


After a determination of basic amounts for wages and employment, multipliers can 
be calculated. The most meaningful multipliers will be those calculated from 
data generated at the four-digit SIC level.

Interpretation of the multiplier is the same whether some particular impact to 
the economy is positive or negative. For example, using the four-digit employ- 
ment multiplier, the impact of the addition of 4,500 basic jobs would result in 
total employment rising by 11,339. The total impact on employment--or wages-- is 
simply the multiplier times the change in basic employment or wages. 
If: 
(1+p) = 2.51983, and 2.51983 * 4,500 = 11,339 

then the relationships before and after the addition of 4,500 basic jobs would be:

The increase in nonbasic employment would be the difference between the total im- 
pact and the change in basic employment : 11,339 - 4,500 = 6,839 


Usefullness of the Multiplier 


The usefullness of the multiplier depends on the accuracy of the division of 
econanic activity into basic and nonbasic sectors. However, there are very 
few industries which are purely basic or purely nonbasic. Nonetheless, each 
four-digit industry in the state was assigned to one of the two categories in 
order to estimate the multiplier. 


The reaction time--the period in which an econanic impact would be fully re- 
cognized--can be quite large. Studies have found that a full multiplier 

impact could take several decades to work itself out. If there are significant 
delays in the transmission of basic to nonbasic employment, and if other impacts 
occur in the region in the meantime (which certainly can be expected in a 
growing area), then the verification of the reliability of the multiplier 

would be nearly impossible. 


In any case, if a fimdmental assumption of economic base theory is accepted-- 
that the growth or decline of an area economy is dependent on the growth or 
decline of export industries--then multipliers can be useful in the determin- 
ation of regional income and employment levels.
